Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3-5 and 7-22 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the details 
expressed in Independent claims 12 and 14 specifically drawn to the gear pump with a 
pump chamber that has a flat base molded from a plastic material and a metal plate 
mounted in the flat base where upon a pin is provided for detachable electrical 
connection with a voltage terminal provided on the side of the housing to relay the high 
voltage to the emitter electrode was not demonstrated by the prior art.
